Back to Work. 


Tak holiday season is over, save for the fortunate. or 


unfortunate, few to whom every day is a holiday. Factory and 
counting-house are welcoming back the wanderers, if the 
wanderers are not exactly welcoming them too. Honorary 
communal administrators— grand dukes” so-called, mere 


leaders,” and rank and file—are also back to the scene 


of their past achievements. They will find matters much as 


they left them. A community which idolises the stereotyped, 
and functions conventionally, cannot be expected to move 
during holidays, for all the countless “movements” which 
normally pre-occupy it. Nothing has happened during the 
vacation period. Nothing seems likely to happen in the divs 
immediately ahead. The question that suggests itself i; whether 
” @s you were is to be the mot dordre of the coming vear. 
Have our communal workers returned to town with no othe 
ideas than 1u st tostf ‘pinto the saddle once again, and make the 
regulation round of worn and beaten paths? We suggest that 
the moment has arrived fora change of ideas and a change o! 
routs. Old objects and centroversics tend, in many cases, to 
lose reality and urgency. We cannot, without risk of decay 
be contont with the pursnit of ancient routing. Heration 1: 
frustration. We need the stimulus of new goals and fresh 
inspiration. There is * a tinie to p'ant, and a time to-pluck up 
that whieh is planted, a time to beak dowWn and a time to 
build up.” Our leaders would do well to ponder these words. 
There are things in our iniernmal economy which mav need to 
be .breken down and others which may need to be builded 
tip. In short, with lew domestic problems 
Class magnitude and pressing importance to confront them, 
we suggest that our returning leaders and administrators 
should now sit down and calmly take s‘ock of the situation. 
There is a time for inquiry as well as for satisfied continuance 
in the old ways, and the time is now! 

Kinglish Jewry is ina transition period. It stands midway 
leiween two epochs—the days of growth and the days of 
possible decline, the days of the charity-fed immigrant com. 
munity, and the days of a self-reliant, democratically -mind: 4d 
and. wholly native-born Jewry. Behind it lies a record, 
honourable, but having little re'afronship to the present and 
Perhaps mone at all to an unknowable future. Many of the 
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ideas of our fathers have been liquidated. New needs are 
arising. unfamiliar to those who have cone before. We cannot 
goon as if in a world of change we Jews alone are exempt 
from that immutable law. We have to recognise facts as they 
are and may bo, and to adapt ourselves to new needs, 
actual and potential, if Judaism is to have a ti¢ghtine chance in 
the meat gencration. Survival is unto the sanest. for the sanest 
are mostiv the fittest. In short. the hour has come to ovrer- 
haul our organisation, to pluck up and plant anew in many 
of the spheres of our communal Iife. That is, o1 should be, 
the real task of our leaders as thev re-visit the scene of their 
past endeavours. it is, we admit, not an  easi task. 
demands of them c uurage to contront entrenched ideas and 
interests, and to break with old habits and practices. It 
calls for imagination in a high deeree. And it necessitates 
the creation of some means for the interchange of thought 
between the best minds to be found among us. As things are, 
we are endowed with a number of Institutions, each revolving 
in its separate orbit and absorbed in its own rontine tasks. 
There is no body who-e work itis just to-think to take counsel 
together on changing ideas and tendencie-, and recommend 
accordingly. Hence the danger of stagnation and drift. which 
is the mortal per.] to dewry as we watch it to day. We must 
build a thinking machine to help us construct the Jewry of the 
morrow. It might take the form, suggested by our contributor, 
“Watchman, of. a body composed Ol laymen and clergy, 
and meeting ‘at regular imtervals--a body betore which 
‘very aspect of Anulo-Jewish life, ganisation. and probable 
future needs, would come up tor review In papers and 
discussions. The exchange of 1deas wonld stimulate sug- 
gestions and prepare the Wa for fresh measures and new 
methods. In such a body, difficulties lke charity co-ordi- 
nation, religious re-organisation, the desertion of young Jewry, 
and that multiplication of committees which is one of 
the curses of our communal work, would yield far more quickly 
to treatment than in the present conditions of more or 
less complete mutual isolation. The Jew.sh Conference could 
institute imaquiries, create and clarify public o,inion, and supply 
an impetus to the support of old movements or the formation 
of new such as is now completely lacking. Ideas would 
be pooled, and London and Provincial Jews united in the 
advancement of our religious and communal life, and the 
cafeguarding of the futnre. The new body would take time, 
It necd mdulge in no PAanNic menstres, revolution revolu- 
tion’s sake. Its first duty would be to get at facts and figures, 
and reveal the Community to the Community. © Then, in the 
light of a knowledge which we donot bow possess, it could help 
us to envisage the coming time, and fortify and re-condition the 
Community against it and whatever difficulties it may bring. 

These reflections come not inopportunely with the a»proach 
of the Holy Days. Is there statesmanship amnong us to consider 
or better them, and to make of New Year's Day the dawn ofa

Hebraic Cure for Unemployment. |

propounded a new cure for unemployment. -It is based on the 
Biblical Sabbatical vear of rest. Teachers,’ he argues, ~ are 
already getting their Sabbatical years of rest every seven Vers, 
with part or whole pay. .Why not extend this custom so that if 
apply to labouring men and women, at least to those.engaged in 
industry and agriculture?” There are, he assures us, about tifteen 


millions so engaged in the United States. The release, every 
year, of a million labourers ‘as only about half would make use of 
the privilege) would provide work for a million unemployed. Not 
only that, but with a year's idleness to face, the “ released” would 
biinply be coinpelled to use the year’s holiday in study, and thusthe 
education of the masses would be advanced. One can vVisualise 
a whole army of practical men springing to arms against so 
fanciful a proposal, and a hundred devastating queries rise 
instantly to the lips. But the notion is not more fantastic than 
the present system, or chaos, which permits cycles of feverish 
over-time and unemployment, of -booms. and 
slumps, to say nothing of the spectacle of plenty, cheek by 
jowl with starvation.

Tue Rev. J. L. POLACK. 

The Rev. Joseph L. Polack, for many years Jewish House-master 
at Clifton College, Bristol, died last week at Clifton at the age of 
seventy-five. The son of a Minister, he was born at Rochester, in 
1857, and received his early education at a private sé hool. At the 
age of fifteen he entered Jews’ College and, after graduating at the 
London University, he acted as locum tenens for the Rev. Morris 
Joseph at the Princes Road Synagogue, Liverpool, for some time. 
On Mr. Joseph's return to duty after a severe illness, the Congrega- 
tion requested that Mr. Polack’s services be -retained, and until Mr. 
Joseph left.in 1882, Mr. Polack acted with him as joint Minister and 
Reader. He remainedas Minister of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Con. 
gregation until he accepted the post of Jewish House-master at Clifton 
College in 1890. He retired from this position in 1923. The deceased 
had always been interested in education, and was particularly anxious 
to promote the establishment of Jewish houses inthe public schools, 
During his stay at Clifton, he did much to foster the Jewish spirit 
among his bovs, while impressing ‘on them the need for loyalty to 
the School. Many of the boys under his care have become able 
communal leaders and: owe their interest in Jewish affairs to 
Mr. Polack’s inspiration. He always maintained that true Jewtsh-. 
Ness was respected when it was recognised to be sincere, 
and the boys of his house at-Clifton certainly did not suffer from 
any kind of prejudice, and were among the most popu'ar at the 
College. Mr. Polack always urged the fullest co-operation in the 
life of the College so far as it was consistent with Jewish principles. 
At the annual commemoration festival at Clifton in 1906, the 
deceased prea hed in the College { hapel on the ideals for which the 
College was striving, and in the private Synagogue attached to his 
house he gave regular weekly Services .and talks to the boys. 
Mr. Polack was elected President of the Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies in 1911. -Ile was also Chairman of the Bristol Hebrew 
Congregation, Hon. Life President of the Bristol Jewish Board of 
Giuardians and President of the Bristol Jewish Literary Society and 
Lecturer in Hebrew at the Bristol University. On his seventieth 
birthday, he was presented witha grandfather clock by the Bristol 
Congregation for his many services and when the building was 
renovated and re-consecrated in 1930, he opened the Synagogue and 
was the recipient of a silver key as a memento of the occasion. A 
son of the deceased, Mr. A. IL. Polack, is the present head of the 
Jewish house at Clifton. He had two other sons, both of whom 
were killed m the War: and his wife predeceased him in 1918, 

Rabbi Il Swiet (Ministe) of fhe Bristol Hebrew Congregation) 
Writes: 

Joseph Polack’s learning shone forth as the sun. Its rays penetrated 
far and wide tothe glory and advancement of our Faith. - Many of the 
leading personalities in our Community to-day owe their initiative and 
driving force to the magnetic personality and vibrant idealism of their 
lamented teacher. Nowhere, however, will his loss be more deeply felt 
than in Bristol where I] was intimately associated with him and was a 
close observer of his infinite tact, dignity and accurate judgment. No 
burden was too heavy for him, no task too difficult to undertake. He was 
respected among non-Jews, and was one of those who make the 
perfect “liaison officer” between ourselvés and our fellow-citizens of 
other denominations, by his constant demonstration of those qualities of 
nobility, charity, frankness and love of truth for which Judaism stands. 

The Rey. A. A. GREEN writes : 

I should like to be allowed to say a word concerning my old school- 
fellow and college friend and my esteemed colleague, the Rev. Joseph L, 
Polack. I remember the day—it must be very nearly sixty years ago 
when Joseph Polack first came to the old College School in Finsbury 
Square. [ can say without exaggeration or hesitation that from that 
moment until the day he left to take up his position in Liverpool, there was 
no one who did not possess the highest opinion of his abilities and a still 
higher regard for his fine character. It was a loss to the Jewish pulpit 
when he went to Clifton, but the gain in other directions was immeasur- 
able. He not alone stood to his** boys’’ for something which was sterling 
in character all the way through, but his representation of Jews and 
Judaism in the academic and thoughtful circles of Clifton College was of 
incalculable benefit to the Community. 

The Rey. ARTHUR BARNETT writes: 

May I refer to the valuable services that the late Rev. J. L. Polack 
rendered to the Bristol Congregation throughout his residence in that city. 
In spite of his many and arduous duties at Clifton, he found time to fill the 
office of Chairman of the local Community for many years, And this was a 
task that demanded much patience, diplomacy and zeal. For the Congrega- 
tion (the only one in Bristol) is naturally composed of many heterogeneous 
elements, representative of varying religious outlooks, and it was due in 
no little measure to the profound influence that he exerted as its Chair- 
man that the Congregation remained a solid unit. At times, when there 
were threats of secessionist movements, Joseph Polack was able, by his 
commanding respect, to maintain peace and unification. His innate 
dignity, his just administration, his sympathetic attention to all points of 
view and his patent desire for the Community's welfare, enabled him to 
succeed where many might have failed. Personally, I have special cause 
to hold his memory in grateful recognition. When I embarked upon my 
first Ministry in Bristol, he showed me great kindness and helped me in 
many Ways to overcome the difficulties and pitfalls that beset a young 
Minister placed for the first time in charge of a Congregation. He was 
admired and honoured by young and old, by rich and poor, by Jew and 
non-Jew alike throughout Bristol. :

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years since, as a comparatively young man, he took over the Jewish 
house at Clifton.

To this | 
attribute the cleanness of the house life which was the rule both in » 
time and in my son’s. To him personally, lowe a special gratitude fo. 
friendship ina later day.

Mr. C. J. HELFANT (" Halitvack”). 

Mr. Chaim Jacob Helfant, the prominent Jewish Socialist writer, 
who was better known under his pen name of “ Halitvack,’ died in 
New York on Tuesday as a result of heart failure. He was born in 
Vilma in 1874. At the ae of twenty, he joined a circle of Jewish 
Socialists in Vilna and wrote on Socialist subjects for a number of 


newspapers and periodicals. Two years later, he was arrested by 
the Russian political police, expelled te Yekaterinoslav and then to 
Siberia. Hle went abroad, later proceeding to America as leader of 
the Jewish Socialist organisation, Bund. After the Russian Revolu. 
tion of 1917, he returned to Russia and was elected member of the 
Central Executive of the Bund, taking an active part in the Jewish 
cultural movement in Russia. He edited a number of periodicals 
and books. In 1920, he left Russia for Poland and subsequently 
returned to America, where he became one of the editors of the 
SOCIALIST WORKER and a lecturer on political and literary subjects. 


Mr. L. FISHMAN (Riga). 

The death has occurred in Riga of ex-Deputy Leib Fishman. 
He was a well-known Jewish communal worker and in 1920 he 
occupied the post of President of the Jewish Community of Riga. 
During the War he as very active in the organisation of relief for 
the War victims. He was also a prominent educational worker and 
a Zionist. A teacher by profession, he published eighteen educa. 
tional text-books.

SOME time ago we announced the arrival at Jerusalem of a sma! 
party of Jews, who, together with many others of their brethren, 
had fled from the province of Yemen (Arabia) owing to the 
persecutions which they suffered at the hands both of the 
Authorities and of the Arabs. The bulk of these fugitives af 
first remained in Alexandria, but in consequence of the recent 
events in that city they joined their fellow countrymen in 
Jerusalem, where they now number upwards of 200 souls. The 
poor fugitives are in a state of utter destitution, and their sad 
position is aggravated by the fact that the charitable resources 
of the Jewish Communities in Jerusalem have been entirely 
drained in giving assistance to the large number of starving 
refugees from Russia who are congregated in the Holy City. 
A touching appeal for help to rescue them from starvation 1s 
made by Joseph ben Solomon Messoud, the Rabbi of the fugitives 
from Yemen. Signor Moses Pardo, the Chief Rabbi of Alexandria, 
recently arrived in Jerusalem, his native city, where he intended 
to remain until order should be restored in Egypt.

NEORTUNATELY, as Zangwill complained, the real sublimity 
of the Khaddish and the intentions of those who composed it, 
have not been seized by multitudes of our co-religionists The 
Kaddish, in Mr. Samuels words, has “declined from the pirit’ of 
its origin into something that ts universal: not mere remembrance 
of the dead, not mere consolation, but praver that might do the dead 
some good; and this he roundly condemns as horrible superstition, 
a lapse to the jungle, tothe epoch of the tom-tom . . . . a pro 
pitiation of the dark powers, a frightened word.” These men of 
the Kaddish Svnagogue, he insists. have no other connection with 
the Jewish religion. “To make of all Judaism a memento mori, to 
turn it into an appendage of death, is to undo all that Judaism has 
ever stood for.” He can think with equanimity of Jews who goto 
Shool only on the high Holy Days. He can understand the Jew who 
has severed all connections not only with the ritual and the faith 
but with the destiny of his people. But he “cannot swallow these 
ghouls of Judaism-—-the Kaddish-sayers of the big citv—for they 
make on me the impression of: men who are saying a prayer not 
only for the dead, but for Judaism itself. 


"Dp HAT is how the KRaddish Synagogue strikes an acute Observer, 

and that is all the value and significance he attaches te 
the mechanical observance of an immemorial custom. Can it be 
doubted, for a moment. that there ts more than a modicum of truth 
in his reflections, that superstitious fear, rather than real religious 
piety. governs the action of many of the Kaddish-savers, and that 
the original conception of the haddish has thereby been robbed of 
all its meaning and its beauty? We may console ourselves with the 
thought that the recital of the praver is, at any rate, an act of filial 
piety, or a formal obedience to at least one Jewish practice 6n the 
part of otherwise complete deserters, jut these compensations, 
such the, be, cunnotl reconcile us to the perversion of 
noble idea. Mr. Samuel might even have gone further than 
he did. lle might have inquired into the motives of parents 
who dread lest there be none to say Kaddish for them when they 
die, and of those who even arrange for the engagement of paid

The following are among the objects recently acquired™ by the Jewish 
Museum : 

A small bronze sundial (Pisa c. 1765) to serve as a reminder of the 
afternoon prayer. Around the dial is an inscription in Hebrew ** The 
Mincha prayer at this hour (noon) forget thou not to say.’’ This object is 
probably unique of its kind. A cylindrical brass charity box —Italian 
early 19th century. The box is divided into two parts, the top half witha 
slot above served as a receptacle for donations: the bottom half, provided 
with a separate padlock, swings out, and was used to convey secret gifts 
to the needy (Matan baSeter). A silver plaque commemorating the 
presentation to some Sy nhagorue by one of the Sanguinetti family ofa 
Jamp t» be lit on the last days of all the Festivals. 
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Reverence in the Synagogue Service. 

From the Rev. A. A. GREEN. 
To the Editor of THk JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sik,—May I take the liberty of saying something just at this 
period of the year concerning a subject upon which many, as well 
as inyself, feel very deeply, much more deeply, in fact, than I can 
hope to express? I refer to the widespread lack of a proper display 
of reverence by congregants attending the services in the Ssyna 
gogues. There are one or two of our places of worship which are 
comparatively, or perhaps even entirely, free from the defects to 
which Lam about to refer. But there are, unfortunately, many where 
the standard of reverence is very imperfect: and there what one sees 
is deplorable, especially in its effect upon the younger congregants. 

May I ask your readers to give the matter their deepest consideration 
especially at this time of the year when the Synagogue onght to mean so 
much and where in so many places and upon so many occasions Its failure 
asa vehicle of religious impressiveness is so complete ? 

The length of the Service on such a day, for example. as New Yea) 
meets the requirements of many .-pious people whose devotion is above 
criticism, While others solve the question of their convenience by coming 
for just the period which they tind most adaptable to their own needs. 
What I complain of is that there are many who, when they do come, 
allow their attention to wander, converse freely not alone with their next 
door neighbours but across the Synagogue and from the body of the 
Synagogue to the gallery, and allow themselves what is to me_ the 
inexcusable relief from what they may find is the tedium of the Service 
of congregating in groups for quite a length of time in the vestibules of the 
Synagogues or even in the streets. 

I was greatly shocked when some time back. I attended what is 
perhaps the largest Synagogue in the Empire and found in all the 
corridors large placards exhibited, asking people to refrain from smokin, 
during divine service. Ll took it for granted that this had become necessary 
but it told its own sad story. What I ask for is. and I have said this 
before, a standard of honour which shall make it impossible for peopl 
even to think of holding conversations in the Synagogue while the Service 
Is proces ding. If the prayers, for any reason, do not interest or are not 
intelligible, that is a matter for consideration for the lack of which I and 
all my colleagues are individually and severally responsible. 1 presume 
that people come to Synagogue on these occasions because they wish to 
derive some spiritual benefit and, if the ecclesiastical authorities refrain 
equa ly from admonition or assistance, ] sugvcest that some cde votional or 
religiously educational literature might be used by those who are compelled 
to assist themsclves, if they are not he lped by those who are re sponsible 
for the service. 

There are three things that I consider essential. First. 1 think that 
all Synagogue authorities shotld take every possible precaution that the 
person Who blows the Shofar should be able to do it properly and not 
ullow it to degenerate into what is so often a failure and so frequently a 
farce. It surely only needs a proper amount of practice and rehearsal. 1 
see no reason Why the person who is to blow the Shofar on the New Year 
does not practise all the year round, instead of leaving the preparation 
until the last moment.. It is much too important a matter do be left to 
chance of any kind. 

In the next place, 1 would like provision made for as much congrega- 
tional singing as it is possible to achieve. The choir, however good, ought 
to lead the congregation and not sing to it. I do not care whether the 
numbers are, from the concert point of view. as finished and as tuneful as 
they are when the choir sings alone, but Ido think that their style and 
the key in which they are pitched, should be such that the congregation 
has a chance of expressing its emotion and gaining therefrom its inestim. 
able benefit. 

My third point is that the Reader, however gifted, should discard the 
temptation of virtuosity, and should make use of a good voice to read the 
prayers as simply as agreeably. 

I suppose that you will be asking various people to give messages for 
the New Year. There are many things to wish for. and many things to 
pray for; but I see no reason why we should continue in any place where 
it can possibly be avoided, the nullification of all the fine possibilities of 
great religious occasions by lack of reverence for which there is no reason 
whatever and for which there can exist no possibility of excuse,

Das Wesen des Antisemitismus. By Heinrich Graf Coudenhove-

The author considers one by one the principal accusations 
levelled against Jews by their enemies. He shows how stupid it is 
to assert that Jews rule the world: be appreciates and pays tribute 
to Jewish heroism throughout them history. That Jews are perfect 
he nowhere maintains; he is fair to Jews. alive to their faults, 
but equally conscious of thew virtues. These, be holds, deserve 
wdiniration and emulation. In his opinion anti-Semitism 1s a 
species of madness which is a blot on Western civilisation. It is 
rooted in prejudice and feeds on hate. It is an-Christian. Through 
out the book the author does not make assertions. Every one of 
his pages is packed with facts and arguments. It is not too much 
to say that it is one of the best treatises on the subject. which 
deserves to be translated into every language of modern Europe.

notions of Messrs. Chesterton and Belloc, he hardly says anything very 
helpful on the subject of Jew-hatred. He considers the matter more from 
an Austrian angle than from a general point of view, and appears to suggest 
that anti-Semitism in Vienna is largely due to the shrinkage of Austrian 
territory in consequence of the War.

of the Lord on the hills.” Rather sententious, but not very enlightening. 


Of the five Books of the Zohw on the Pentateuch, that on Genesis is 
the most bulky. Originally the Zohar was not a commentary on the five 
books, and when it was arranged in the manner in which it is known 
to-day, most of the material was placed in Genesis and comparatively 
little was left for the remaining four books. This is reflected in the 
transla‘ion recently issued by Messrs. Harry Spering and Maurice Simon 
(THe Zonar, Vol. Il, published by the Soncino Press, London, 21s. net). 
For out of the five volumes contemplated, two are given to Genesis and 
the present volume is the second. The contents of this part. offer less 
difficulties than those in the first part, but there are on the other hand 
many passages which are very obscure and involved. It also abounds in 
very curious erotic interpretations.. The translators have done their very 
best by glossing over them or circumventing the difficulties very skilfully. 
There are also in this volume many passages cf special beauty and mystical 
exaltation. To these the translators have also done full justice. It is, 
howc:e*, possible that here and there a different interpretation may be 
placed on some of the passages With an esoteric meaning. I should 
have preferred e.g. if they had retained the technical expression of 
Sefirot instead of translating the word by “* grade,.”’ unless | am greatly 
mistaken. The former lends itself more casily to those interpretations 
Which bring it into closer harmony with other mystical gnostic specula 
tions. ‘This, however, does not. affect the value of this translation which 
keeps up fully tothe high level reached in the first volume. The appendix 
dealing with the esoteric interpretation of the Cosmogonics, which does 
not rest on the Zohar, could easily have been omitted, and similarly the 
glossary Which is rather too rudimentary to be truly helpful to the 
wninitiated. Still it must be the wish of everyone interested inthe Jewish 
mystical literature to see ths important publication bronght toa successful 
end. It is an invalnable contribution to that literature.

THE JEWISH COMMUNITY IN BAGHDAD. 


Before the Great War when Iraq was ruled by the Turks 
our Chief Rabbis were invariably highly-educated persons from 
Istambul and Jerusalem and every Jew here still holds a green 
memory of the progress and unity of the Baghdad Jewish Community 
when we had spiritual leaders of the calibre of Chief Rabbis David 
Papoo and Yeroham Ben Eliashar. Now the Iraq Constitution 
stipulates that the Chief Rabbi should be of Iraqi nationality and, 
in the absence of an able man in Iraq to take up this important post, 
the administration of the Community is going from bad to worse. 
Could not the appropriate Jewish institutions in England under- 
tals to send three clever young students from the Jewish 
Seminary of Baghdad to be trained and qualified at Jews’ College or 
‘elsewhere for appointment when graduated, as Rabbis in Baghdad, 
Basra and Mosul, the three principal cities of Iraq? In the name 
of the Traqi Jewish Youth I appeal to the British Jewish Com- 
munity in general to lend a helping hand to their Jewish brethren 
of Iraq by taking this suggestion into serious consideration, thus 


saving a Community consisting of 120,000 souls from imminent :

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NOTES ON THE SIDRA. 


Sabbath Deuteronomy xxix., 9—XXAL., 


XXX 4. “In the uttermost parts of heaven.” This phrase 
occurs again in iv., 32, Isaiah xiii., 5, Psalm xix., 7, and Nehemiah 1., 9 
ia quotation from this verse), and is the equivalent of “the end of 
the earth.” It has its origin in the ancient conception of the 
Universe as consisting of the earth in the form of a circular flat disc 
upou Which rested the bowl-shaped heaven as a cover. Consequently 
the extremities of the world co ncided with the rim of heaven. 

Verse 5. “He will do thee good.’ The use of the word 32% 
here helps to explain the Divine declaration in Isaiah xlv.,7 which 
is often misinterpreted. viz., “1 form the light and create darkness, 
Il make peace and create evil.’ When this passage was taken over 
into the Praver-Book the last word was altered into “all things 
‘Singer p. 37); and Israel Abrahams makes this comment: ~ The 
liturgical substitution of ‘all things’ for ‘evil’ in the last clause 
arose from the desire to use a more reverent or euphemistic 
expression. In Jewish theology there has been a general tendency 
to avoid ascribing evil divectly to the Divine creative activity.” 
jut FV in such a connection does not signify what is ethically bad. 
In the present verse “ Ile will do thee good 


than that God will bestow happiness and prosperity upon Israel; 


nothing more 


and conversely, in Isaiah “evil” simply denotes calamity and 
hardship. 

Verse 6. ° Will civeumeise thy heart.” This is ordinarily explained 
as denoting “remove its dulness of spiritual perception so that it 
may display again activity and willingness to conform to God's will. 
Ehrlich, however, rightly points out that the verb is misunderstood 
When taken in this sense and has nothing whatever to do with 
to circumcise,” which is a hy-form of a root In this verse 
S19 is connected with the Arabic mala “to meline,” and 
the correct translation is, “ The Lord thy God will incline thine 
heart to love.’ In x., 16, which is usually quoted as a parallel, there 
ina noteworths difference in the phraseology, nosy 
59225. The absence of POW AN in the present connection is an 
indication that the verb has a different significance. 

Verse 11. Professor M. Lazarus has remarked that the para- 
graph which begins with this verse.enunciates an important ethical 
concept which was fully grasped by the Rabbis and later stressed 
by the philosopher Kant: “ Deep ethical wisdom lies in the Rabbini- 
cal view, that though man’s moral character, based on liberty of 
action, appears only in his desires and acts, his moral nature is 
revealed, before the exer ise of choice and volition, in the percep- 
tion and acknowledgment of the good. Volition, then, forms. a 
second distinct step in moral activity., This thought tinds early and 
striking expression in the Biblical words which teach that man 
need not exert bimself to obtain knowledge of the law from heaven 
or bevond the sea, for it is to be found very nigh to him, tn his 
mouth and in his heart. In hantian phrase, the moral law is 
autonomous, not heteronomous.’ CETHICS OF JUDAISM L, pp. 121f.). 

“It is not too hard for thee.” It is doubtful whether the verb 
N5D ever has the meaning of being hard, and the idea of difficulty is 
foreign to the context in this passage which emphasises, not the 
labour involved in carrying out the Commandments, but the clear 
path of duty which is open for the Israelite to follow. When God said 
to Sarah “Is anything too N5D for the Lord ?” He did not charge her 
with doubting His omnipotence. 
abnormal with God?” 


The sense really is, “Is anything 
He rebuked her incredulity that what He 
foretold was to happen would actually occur because it was outs de 
the bounds of normal experience. Similarly in xvii., 8, the word 
denotes that the juridical problem which comes before the magis- 
trates may be without precedent to guide them, not that it is too 
complex for them. In the latter sense we always find the verb 
W?P, as in i., 17 and Exodus xviii., 26. So here God points out that 
the precepts which He requires of them to fulfil are not something 
out of the ordinary. 

“ Neither ts it far off.’ This means that the ordinances are not 
s0 abstruse that they demand much study to understand them. With 
reference to a comprehension of the’ marvels of the Universe man is 
able to plead: * Such knowledge is too wonderful for me; it is high, 
I cannot attain unto it” (Psalm exxxix, 6). But the obligations 
which God places upon man are altogether different ; they are plain 
to all who do not wilfully blind themselves to their nature.

No. 672.—Excommunication. 


My DeAR COUSIN, 


Reading of the Spinoza teres hienars celebrations w hu wore 


held at The Hague recently, | could not help wondering whether. 
if Spinoza had not been put in Cherem, he would have ended his 
days within the Jewish Community. In any event, what was 
achieved by the public expulsion of Baruch Spinoza, made on that 
turned up the words and pondered their meaning 
“ According to the decision of the angels and the sentence of the Holy 
One. we excommunicate, CN l. curse and revile the said Baruch Spinoza 
by the consent of God. blessed be He. and of this holy congregation. in 
front of the sacred Scfarim with the 615 ordinances written therein with 
the Cherem which Joshua laid on Jericho, with the curse uttered by Elisha 
onthe boys and with allthe revilings that are found in the Torah. Cursed 
be he by day and by night, cursed when he lies down and when he 
up, when he goes out and when he returns.” 


The authorities warned all and sundry to hold no intercourse 
with the excommunicated; not to render him any service. or be 
uuder one roof with him or even within a distance of four cubits 

The formula was not unusual. It was that which was adopted 
whenever a Jew was excommunicated: it is based onthe enactments 
laid down in the Code Books which are in force down tothis verv daw 
For excommunication was one of the concomitants of Jewish life for 
centuries. Indeed, it Is possible to argue that without it Jewish 
communal life might have become disintegrated, and might even 
have had a speedy end. 

Excommunication as a social weapon was seemingly unknown 
in the Bible. It first appears in the time of the Second Temple when 
sects, groups or associatious flourished in Jewry. Of these. three are 
well known—the Pharisees. the Sadducees and the Essenes. It is 
held that each was-a private society, governed by laws of its own, 
devoted to particular ideals and modes of life. Each naturally expected 
of its members that they should conform to the rules of the associa- 
tion. Any member who did not do so was lable to be expelled, just 
as &@ man to-day may be expelled from a club or other association if 
he will not submit tothe rules. 

What was originally a matter of defence which might legitimately 
be used by it private corporation became, in the process OL time, an 
A distinction was made 
between the lesser excommunication and the Cherem proper, the 
former continued for thirty davs. and was regarded as a kind of 
censure of which it was eX per ted serious notice should be taken. if 
the required amendment was visible. well and good. But if not, the 
Cherem proper was imposed on the culprit-—-a very serious matter 
for anvone on whose head it fell. 

First and foremost, he was cut off from all soctal intercourse. 
linagine what a terrible punishment this must be in the Ghetto. 
The excommunicated menuiber of the congregation was literally “sent 
to Coventry ""; no work might be done for him, nor might he have 
any work given him.

But for this a special Prayer was recited mn 
the Svnagogue before hol Nidre by wav-ol permission The praver 
is still recited, though few people realise the meaning of the words, 
fideed, the translation in out modern hol Nidre prasver book has been 
changed slightly to meet the conditions of Lhe present age You will 
recall that before Kol Nidré is actually chanted, a strange formula 
is first recited—in these terms: “ By authority of the Court on High 
(i.e., the Heavenly Court!. and by authority of the Court on earth: 
with the knowledge of the All-Present (i.e. God) and with the 
knowledge of this congregation. we give leave to pray with thein 
that have transgressed.” The last word in Hebrew is a7". 
This is the technical term fer excommunicated, To-day ‘here are no 
excommunicated members of the Community. But the formula 
remains, If anyone were to sugvest that, as it is mecaningle ‘SS, it 
might well be omitte he would probalb ily be de read asa Re former 

For what offences was a2 man excommunicated? In Talmud 
times they formed a very mige d bag. First and foremost it was a 
rious mintter to insult people le ‘aArne int the ‘Torah. Next to the 
dignity of the Talmud BR abbis, their_decisions were sate suarded. It 
was an offence punished with excommunication to hold a Rabbini 
ordinance in low esteem. Not to observe the second davs of the 
Festivals is specificalls mentioned. Other offences—social no less 
than religious—were: to keep a dog in your house who might 
become dangerous to your neighbours; to take the name of God in 
vain: to sell meat that is not strictly kasher; to be guilty of 
immoral conduct. In later ages the list was increased. Those 
were excommunicated who read the works of Maimonides, studied 
philosophy ot bther profane subjects, interpreted the words otf 
the ‘Torah in any but the traditional-way, cultivated the new learn- 
ing as embodied in the Hebrew Revival. were guilty of polygamy, 
or joined any new sect. whether the Sabbatians. the Chassidtm, 
the Karaites or any other. In short, whenever In the history 
of the Jewish people there arose & new way of looking 
at life, whether it was & movement or @. Way of .thought, 
those who felt drawn towards it were excommunicated. But there 
was humour in the situation ; for often enough the excommunicated 
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excommunicated their excommunicators: the Cherem « 
kward and forward.

This advice was carried out; so potent was the formula that it 
exploded the vessel and killed the evil doer ! 

Often the ceremony of excommunication was so arranged as to 
strike terror into the heart of the victim and of all those who assisted. 
Candles were lit, a scroll was taken out of the ark. the Shofar was 
sounded, an air of mourning was cultivated. What a mighty 
weapon in the hands of an unscrupulous Rabbi-Rogue! 

lt is easy to rail at the Cherem. 


Quite obviously it opened the 
door to abuses. 


It is no excuse for it to point to the similar weapon 
in the hands of the Church. It would not be difficult to hold it up 
to scorn and make it and those who had recourse to it ridiculous. 
But it must be remembered that, on the other hand, every social 
group must in the last instance rely on some form of force. The 
modern State relies on its police. What could the Jewish Congrega 
tions in the Ghetto rely on, in order to have their rules observed ? 
Only on this moral weapon. Handled by high-minded men in support 
of good causes, a case may be made out for the Cherem. oul like 
most human institutions it tended to fall into decay. Then it 
became a menace. It was an evil thing already by the middle of 
the seventeenth century, when it fell on the head of Spinoza. 
To-day, it is aS dead as a door nail. Yet it is as well io remember 
that not so far back—in 1845-—-the Chief Rabbi of the day 
issued an excommunication against the Congregation of ‘British 
Jews, who to-day worship at Upper Berkeley Street.

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A Famous Yiddish Playwright. 


Author of “ The Treasure.’ 


Interview with Mr. DAVID PINSKI. 


Even the most vigorous critics of the Yiddish tongue will, I 
Suppose, concede that that famous master of Yiddish prose; David 
Pinski, who recently visited London, has actually succeeded in 
moulding it into a thing of real 
beauty (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
representative). The stories of 
Pinski, as all who are familiar with 
them will agree, make delightful 
reading both for their intimate 
and artistic pictures of working- 
Class life in Europe and for their 
skilful and melodious use of the 
Yiddish tongue. He arrived in 
London from Palestine and 
returned to New York (where he 
has lived for thirty-two years), 
after having visited some of the 
principal cities in Europe.

the plavw rights career was 1906, 
for it was the vear of " The Eternal Jew,” of ° The Treasure “and of 
“Jacob the Blacksmith.” - “The Treasure,” it is interesting to 
recall, was first produced in 1910, at the Deutsches Theatre, Berlin, 
by Max Reinhardt, and it was produced recently by the Jewish Drama 
League, in London. 

We tirst discussed the present state of Yiddish literature. 

bhev are thre main branches of -it, hie began, aking as one 
whose cnthusiasm for the: languacge has become a burning passion“ in 
America, Poland and Soviet Russia. Perhaps one of the richest branches, 
both from the qualitative and quantitative points of view, is in America, 
In Russia, Yiddish literature is at. present more in the service of Com. 
munism than in that of the Jewish people because like all the other 
literhtures, it has to serve the requirements of the State. The language 
has, as is only to be expected, suffercd on account of the tendency to 
introduce a mumber of Russian words into it in order to make it more 
understandable. 

Phis means,” he added, “ that Yidd’sh is now only an, instrument of 
the State which can become blunt.” 

As to Poland, Mr. Pinski referred to the effect of the dire distress 
prevailing atnong Polish Jewry upon the development of the Yiddish 
literature in that country. He gave me a vivid and heartrending account 
of that distress and lamented the impossibility just now of publishing 
books in Yiddish, for the simple reason that the Publishers were 
bankrupt. Writers of Yiddish prose and poetry were, however, putting 
upa valiant fight, and in order to lend emphasis to this point, he referred 
to the fact that a new Yiddish magazine had recentiy been launched which 
promised to offer some st ope, at any rate, for those writers who at pre sent 
were without a market for their stories. Incidentally, he mentioned that 
the Yiddish journals in Poland were being run upon a co-operative basis. 

Pinski, whose pious parents originally intended him for the Rabbinate, 
has written stories and plays for forty vears. During the last five, how- 
ever, he has also devoted himself tothe writing of novels. 

Speaking of the development of Yiddish and the effect upon it of the 
spread of Hebrew, he said: 

* The development of Hebrew has nothing to do with the spread of 
Yiddish, because Hebrew has found its own home in Palestine, where it 
has ainple scope for expansion,”’ 

* Bat,” L asked, ** do you not think that, having regard to the fact that 
Hebrew is the real national language of the Jewish people, every effort 
should be made to foster its spread in the Diaspora, particularly in view 
of what is happening in Palestine ?”’ 

‘In America, in Poland and in Russia,” said Mr. Pinski, ** we consider 
Yiddish as the national language of the Jews, because it is the language 
of the masses. With over 10,000 Jews speaking Yiddish, it has the right 
to be considered the national language. Palestine cannot solve the 
problem of the 16,000,000 Jews in the Diaspora. It is impossible. These 
Jews in the Diaspora want to rema'n Jews and to lead a national life. 
They imust therefore have their own language, which is Yiddish. You 
eannot bring 16,000,000 Jews to the 200,000; you cannot expect them to 
lead the life of the 200,000 and to acecept their language.” 

David Pinskiis a staunch supporter of the Poale Zion section of the 
Zionist movement, and in the course of his references to Palestine (from 
Which he has returned after a ten weeks’ stay, literally bubbling over 
with enthusiasm at what he had seen). said that those whom he admired 
most were the organised Jewish workers, Who were the real upbuilders of 
the country. As for the Arabs, he was quite sure they knew what 
prosperity Jewish colonisation had brought to them, and it was due 
entirely to poisonous propaganda that there had been any antagonism 
between these two sections of the Palestine population. What was needed 
above all else was freer immigration and faith in the fact that Jews 
desired the welfare of the whole of the inhabitants of the country. Jews 

had not gone to Palestine in a cringing, crouching spirit—they were there 
by right and not on sufferance. There was no Jewish-Arab problem. It 
had been artificially created. 

While inthe Holy Land Mr. Pinski addressed over forty mass meetings 
at which he also treated his hearers to extracts from some of his plays. 
He spoke in Yiddish, and made it clear that while recognising the fact that 


Hebrew was the future language of the Jewsin Palestine, and that it need

fear no competition, he expected all Hebrew enthusiasts to respect Jewish 
creativeness and to keep in constant touch with what was being done in 
the sphe re of Yiddish literature.

Dangerous anti-Jewish agitation has been set afoot by the National 
Socialist party of, Austria in connection with the death of several Nazis 
following clashes bet wee n the National Socialists and Socialists, The 
Nazis accuse the Jews of being responsible for the deaths of their comrades. 


Belgium. 


The Belgian Socialist Party has nominated the Antwerp. Poale. 
Zionist leader, Advoeate Dr. Kubowitzky. as one of its candidates for the 
Antwerp Municipality at the elections which will take place in October, 


Czechoslovakia. 


The Municipality of the ancient historical town of Eger has resolved 
to prohibit Shechita, and has issued orders that slaughtering can only be 
preceeded with after the animals have been stunned. In adopting this 
decision, the Municipality declares that stunning can be effected by modern 
apparatus and in such a way as not to be contrary to the Jewish wr igion.

The permament office of the Moslem Congress will have its seat in 
Cairo, the Arab daily Ath AHRAM reports, stating that Mohamed Aly 
Aloéuba Pasha has started negotiations with the various partics concerned 
with a view to achieving this. A Committee of Moslem notables, chietly 
from Wafd circles, will meet at the end of October to decide when the 
office is to be officially opened. The At AHRAM further states that 
nevotiations are being carried on for the Second Moslem Congress to take 
place in Cairo next winter.

‘The Committee has’enlisted the sympathy 
of a number of French deputies who realise that however uncomfortable 
the position of alien Jews, often lacking employment, may be in France, 
and however wrong their action in coming to France without adequate 
documents may be, yet those Jews have no place in the world to go to, 
and consequently expulsion from France can only spell ruin for them. In 
the course of the year, the Committee has already succeeded in obtaiming 
the cancellation of the expulsion orders of about 250 Jewish families. 


Germany. 


The Special Committee appointed by the Prussian Diet, at the request 
of the Hitlerists, to investigate the “ criminal” conduct of the former Jewish 
Vice-President of the Berlin Police Force, Dr. Weiss, has commenced its 
work. The Nazi spokesman of the Committee has declared that he will 
endeavour to prove that Dr. Weiss committed many crimes during his 
tenure of office. He also stated that he was examining about 500 Ietters 
received by him in connection with the Nazi accusations against Dr. Weiss, 

Under the slogan, “ For the creation of work and against boycott,” an 
exhibition of the work.of Jewish artisans has been opened in Berlin under 
the patronage of the Jewish Community, 

The well-known Jewish writer, Herr Alfred Kerr, who regularly 
amused the listeners-in by his bright comments on various events broad- 
cast by him from the Berlin Radio Station, has had his engagement 
cancelled, in order to satisfy the anti-Semitic objections raised against him. 

The. Hitlerists are again in trouble concerning the revelation that the 
prominent German writer, Herr Bronen, who is also astaunch anti-Semite 
and Nazi agitator, is of Jewish origin. It has transpired that the real 
name of Herr Bronen is Broner, and that his father was a Jew, although 
his mother was a Christian. He was born in Vienna, and a few years ago 
he became a prominent Nazi in Germany. Herr Bronen, however, declared 
that his mother was a Christian and that his real father was a Christ an 
lover of his mother. 

An astounding action by members of an organisation of assimilationist 
Jewish students is reported from Wuerzburg. The assimilationist students 
appeared in a restaurant patronised by the local young Zionists, and 
painted the Hakenkreuz on the announcements of the young Zionists 
exhibited there. When the Zionists protested, the students sent a demand 
to the owner of the restaurant not to permit the Zionists to exhibit their 
announcements in the restaurant in future, 


Three Nazi youths were brought up for trial for attacking Jewish Boy 
Scouts in the forest on their way to a rally in Frankfiirt, states the 
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Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The public prosecutor demanded a sentence 
of six months’ imprisonment for one of the attackers, and four months 
each for the other two prisoners. The Court vindicated one of the 
attackers, ordering his immediate release, and the other two were fined 
twenty-five Marks each, 

The ritual murder agitation has been renewed by the National 
Socialist Press in connection with the trial of a Je wish butcher for the 
murder of a Christian servant girl inthe town of Paderborn. 
Was convicted and sentenced to fifteen years’ llnprisonment,

An official 
Government communiqué has been issued denying the allegation, 

An injunction to prevent the present Prussian Government from 
engaging Jews for Government posts was sought by the National Socialist, 
Deputy Freisler, in addressing the Prussian Diet on behalf of his party. 

A demand for the expulsion of Jewish medical men from State 
hospitals was made in the Prussian Diet by the Nazi Deputy, Dy. Conti. 

The question of equality of rights for Jews played an important part 
in the recent negotiations between the National Socialists and the Govern- 
ment, This was revealed for the first time by a National Socialist speaker, 
Herr Karl Protze, at a meeting held in Beilin. The National Socialists 
demanded from the Government that all Jews should be removed from 
their posts in the Federal Government and in the Prussian State. This 
demand was declined by Baron von Gayl, the Minister of the Interior, 
Who claimed that it would be contrary to the Constitution, 

The expulsion of Jews from the German broadcasting company con- 
trolled by the Government is spreading to the provinces. In Breslau, the 
literary manager of the Silesian broadcasting station, Dr. Franz Engel, 
and the lecturer on topical matters, Herr Lippmann, have been dismissed. 

Phe police have succeeded in capturing five culprits who tried to blow 
up the first. Jewish agricultural settlement in Germany, Gross Gaglow, 
near Cottbus. The arrested people were identified as Reinhardt,. an 
official leaders of the Nazi storm brigade, Hoffmann and Steinbrueck, also 
meumbers of the storm troop, and a chemist named Steiner and his wife. 
They have all confessed their cuilt. The disclosure of the arrests has 
caused the Nazi Party considerable inconvenience, because when the 
outrage became known, they yehemently denied that the culprits were 
members of their party. 

highteen German Professors of the University of Berlin and’ of well- 
known provincial Universities have sent a memorandum to the Badeu 
Government protesting against the recent dismissal of Professor Gumbel, 
the Jewish pacifist savant, from the Heidelberg University. The Professors 
declared that there was. no ground for the step taken and that they saw 
in the action of the Government only a move to satisfy the Nazi students 
Who utilised the pacifist inclinations of Professor Gunibel to obtain his 
distnissal, 

A sentence of five months’ huprsoninent was passed by the Berlin 
Criminal Court on a member of the Hitler storm brigade, who dragced a 
Jewish youth through the streets, waving a knife and shouting: “ lam 
carrying out Hitler's orders to use force: 1 am slaughtering the dirty 
Jews,”’ 

The proceedings instituted against the well-known Hitlerist astrologer, 
Herr Hanusen, who is the publisher of a Berlin Nazi weekly, by his 
assistant editor, Herr Lenz, who demanded of Herr Hanusen payment of 
the salary due to him, have resulted in a comic scene in Court. Herr 
Lenz, to the general astonishment of the public, stated in Court that Herr 
Hanusen, who foretold the rise of Hitler by the stars, and who published 
many scandalous attacks onthe Jews, was himself a baptised Jew. Herr 
Hanusen did not deny the statement, but he proceeded to reveal that 
Herr Lenz, too, was a baptised Jew and that his real summame was Levy. 

The Nazis have commenced a violent campaign in their Press against 
Jewish doctors. This time, instead of directing their attacks only against 
the Jewish doctors collectively, the Nazi organs also publish the names of 
the Jewish doctors to whom they take objection, demanding their dismissal 
from the Municipal Hospitals. The Nazi Press is particularly. violent 
against Jewish doctors of foreign origin. ‘The principal organ of the 
Hitlerist Organisation, the VORLKISCHER BEOBACHTER, has just published 
the names of a number of Jewish doctors of Polishand Hungarian origin 
employed in the Municipal Hospitals, and has demanded their immediate 
dismissal, 

A Conference of German Nazi doctors, dentists, veterinary surgeons 
and chemists, has been held at Brunswick. The Conference had for its 
purpose the inauguration of an intense campaign against Jewish students in 
veneral and against Jews in the medical profession in particular. The 
addresses dealt with racial hygiene, with the superiority of the Nordic race 
and with the problem of purity of the German race.

Onward to Biro-Bidjan. 


Active propaganda by Comintern agents for Jews to emigrate to 
Biro-Bidjan, the projected Jewish Agricultural Republic in Far- 
Eastern Siberia, had its sequel in the Courts recently, when one of 
these propagandists was tried, sentenced and recommended for 
deportation to Poland (instead of the Russia to which he wished to 
go) for distributing circulars. A first party of seventeen settlers 
left our shores last month en route for the Paradise in Siberia, 
which the Communist agricultural organisation has freely described, 
with more fancy than fact it appears.

CRICKLEWOOD COMMISSION. 


\ meeting was held on Sunday evening at the Cricklewood 
Svnagogue Hall, Walm Lane. in support of the Jewish National 
kund. In the absence of Mr. B. B. Lieberman, Mr. P. Horowitz 
presided over a small attendance. The Chairman, in his mldress, 


spoke of the plague of anti-Semitism now raging in Germany and 
countries in Eastern Europe. and of the necessity of the Jewish 
people throughout the world standing up for their rights. Without 
Zion. or National eXistence. there was no future for the Jews, 
The Jewish National Fund, he said, was the main pillar, from the 
financial standpoint, of the whole Zionist Movement. In the Crickle 
wood district there was an active Jewish National Fund Commission 
and it was gratifving to know that the Congregation had redeemed 
a plot of land in Palestine equivalent in size to that on which ita 
nagogue stood. 

Mr. Cyrit J. Ross, Treasurer of the Jewish National Fund, said 
that during the thirty vears of its existence, the Fund bad collected 
£3,.000,000, and now owned thousands of dunams of land. He was 
pleased to hear that a number of residents of Cricklewood had 
each undertaken to redeem a plot of land in Eretz Yisrael. In con 
clusion, Mr. Ross presented a Golden Book Certificate to Mr. and 
Mrs. Mver Nissenbaum in celebration of their Silver Wedding. 

Mr. S. S. LEVIN, General Secretary, who has just returned from 
Palestine, said that before he went there he shared the despondency 
of his friends in the Galuf. — Since his return. however. his greatest 
hopes for the future of the land had been transcended. In the 
Emek, the first land redeemed by the J.N.F.. he found the pioneers 
earning a living from the soil. and the land acquired by the Fund 
at Haifa Bay was speedily being developed. It was essential that 
National enterprise and private enterprise should go hand in hand. 
The Emek could never have been developed by private enterprise. 
Mr. Levin spoke of the successful settlement of 1,000 families by the 
AN.F. at Wadi Hawareth in the Maritime Plain. Every aspect of 
Palestine, he said, filled one with optimism and hope for the future. 

On the motion of the CHATRMAN, thanks were accorded to 
Messrs. Ross and Levin. 


The Jewish National Fund has launched a special appeal to the Com.

Convention of German Zionists. 
-- 
MR. USSISHKIN CALLS FOR UNITED FRONT. 


The Conference of German Zionists was held in Frankfurt last 
week. The last Conference of German Ztonists was held in Jena 
three years ago. 

Herr Kurt Blumenfeld. President of the German Zionist 
Federation, speaking of the Zionist task in Germany to-day, 
described the position of German Jewry in the light of the new 
German Nationalism. He stressed that no claim is put forward by 
the Jews in Germany for national autonomy. Thev were entitled 
to demand, however. that individual and collective equality of 
rights as citizens should be. guaranteed to the Jews. and that the 
rights of Jewish schools should be maintained. 

Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, President of the Jewish National Fund, 
delivered an address which aroused considerable interest among the 
delegates present. He said that he rejects both Fascism and 
defeatism im the Zionist movement. He appealed to such seetions 
of Jewish orthodoxy which stand.as vet outside the Zionist move- 
ment to join the united front for the Jewish upbuilding work in 
Palestine. “™ Palestine,’ Mr. Ussishkin further said. “is not a 
subject for contention between the Jews and Arabs of Palestine. but 
a matter requiring adjustment between sixteen million Jews of the 
world and forty million Arabs of the Near East.” 

Professor Selig Brodetsky, head of the Political Department of 
the Jewish Agency Executive in London. delivered the political 
report. Addresses were given by Dr. Arthur Ruppin on the new 
developments in the upbuilding of Palestine and by Mr. Heinrich 
Margulies, of Tel-Aviv, on private enterprise in Palestine. Herr 
Kurt Blumenfeld was re-elected President of the 
German Zionists.

Among the resolutions adopted by the Conference was one 
providing for the creation in Berlin of a department to help Jews in 
Germany to emigrate to Palestine. Other resolutions adopted 
affirmed the rights of the Jews to live and work in Germany and 
emphasised the separate interests of the Jews as such and the 
idealistic character of Jewish Nationalism in contra-distinction to 
the brutal hatred sown by Nazi Chauvinism.

Following on the Revisionist Conference which was held in 
Vienna, the Union of Women Revisionists held their Conference, 
presided over by Frau Edith Lachmann, of Breslau. Frau Lachmann 
reported that thirty women’s Revisionist groups have 
established within the first year of the Union's existence. and 
a thousand marks have been forwarded to the Tel Hai Fund 
during this period. A number of resolutions were adopted, and the 
following officers were elected: Frau Edith Lachmann.

Union of Young Israel Societies. 
Annual Conference. 


JEWISH MINISTRY CRITICISED. 


Strong criticism of the Jewish Ministry for its alleged neglect 
to support the Union of Young Israel Societies was delivered 
at the eighth Annual Conference of the Union, held on Sunday at 
the Borough Synagogue, Wansey Street. Mr. H. Bueno de Mesquita, 
the Chairman of the Union, presided. 

It was Mr. Rosenstein, the Treasurer, who launched the attack. 
Ife referred to certain statements that had been made by “ Young Judean” 
of the JEWISH WORLD concerning the Union, and sa‘d that while it 
was true that the Union had not progressed during the last nine 
months, this was due to the fact that they had been labouring 
under certain difficulties. The Union, which was composed of 
young people was being disregarded by those who ought to do their bes} 
for them and he was referring tothe Jewish Ministry, which to day did not 
come nearly as much in contact with the young of their Community as it 
ought to. “ The Synagogues with which they are connected,” said Mr. 

vosenstein, Who Was speaking on the report, ** are merely places at which 
they carry out their duties. But with regard to their essential work of 
looking. after the young of the Synagogues, they do very little." The, 
United Synagoguc had made no attempt to show the youth of London 
What they could do for them. No effort was made to provide premises 
and lecturers for them, and the Union was left to carry on with its own 
resources. Their youth of to-day was of vital importance to the future of 
Judaism and yet no effort to encourage them was made by the Ministry 
who appeared to be more interested in their superannuation schemes, 
He, therefore, urged that one of the new aims of the Executive should 
be to approach every Minister in London and asked him if he could 
form a Young Israel Society in connection with his particular Synagogue, 
and give it his support. At the last Preachers’ Conference a pledge 
was given to uphold any Young Israel Society which was attached toa 
Svnagogue or to try to form one, Had any Minister, he asked, fulfilled 
that pledge? Not one had even attempted to do so. 

Mr. 8. Jay (Golders Green) associated himself with the remarks of 
Mr. Rosenstein, and cited Golders Green as a case in point. He suggested 
that the Union should issue some form of appeal to the Ministers, point- 
ing out how essential it was for the Movement to use their Svnadogues as 
headquarters. Mr. R. Cohen (South-East London) pointed ont that there 
were a few Ministers who had tried to help,-but the respon e to that help 
had not been forthcoming. Criticising the Executive, he declared that the 
only thing which it appeared to have done for the Society during the past 
nine months was the arranging of literary functions. Mr. S&S. Preludsky 
ition. Secretary) sakl it was no use the Union's undertaking work 
Which the local. society could very well do itself. He urged that 
it was up to the Hon. Office's and members of the societies to enlist the 
help of the Ministers. Mr. Cocil Reece (Brondesbury) drew attention to 
the fact that the list of nominations for officers for the coming year con- 
tained the names of a number of well-known Ministers. In that connection 
he paid tribute to Dayan Lazarus. Mr. Vivian Peckar asked whether the 
Executive had done anything during the year to talk to members of Yo ins 
Israel about the signifieance of the Jewish. National Movement. Mr. 
Tooley Manches (South London), stressed the point that it should be the 
object of every Society to be independent. They did not want Ministers 
tv tell them what to do. 

Mr. Norman Mann, Vice-Chairman of the Union, recalled the article 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, headed ** Our Bankrupt Ministry.”’ While he 
did not suggest that their Ministry was a bankrupt one, he likened it to 
the sleeping beauty. The Executive had not been blind to the indifference 
with which the Jewish Ministry regarded their movement, and they had 
made endeavours to get in touch with Ministers. He moved the following 
resolution, Which was carried, 

That it be an instruction to the Executive to prepare a memorandum to be 
submitted to the Jewish Ministry, emphasising the value of Young Israel, and 
stressing the need for active co-operation from them in order that the work of 
the movement may prosper. 

Mr. Vivian Peckar supported the resolution. Mr, E. Wolfers (South 
London) dissociated himself from the terms of the motion, for the reason 
that those Ministers who were not interested intheir Movement would not 
become interested by receiving a memorandum. Mr, Sam, dilverman 
(Portsmouth), supporting the resolution, said he felt that by getting the 
Ministers interested in their Union there was every hope of forming new 
societies. ‘* It is absolutely disgraceful,’’ he said, ** for this Movement to 
have only three Provincial Societies, and I do feel that the time has come 
for immediate action.’’ Mr. M. Gorfunkle (Liverpool) and Mr. P. M. Lee 
(Golders Green) spoke in favour of the resolution, the adoption of which 
was seconded by Mr. Rosenstein, 

A protest against statements by ‘* Young Judean” of the JEWISH 
WorLD in connection with the Ealing Society, which it had been decided 
tocall the Kaling Synagogue Literary and Social Society, was made by 
the Vice-Chairman of the Society, Mr. J. P. Isaacs. 

The report was adopted, on the motion of Mr. J. Rich (Golders Green), 
seconded by Mr. R. Cohen (South-East London), The accounts were pre- 
sented by the Treasurer, Mr. 8. Rosenstein, who said that they had £16 in 
hand.

WORDS AND MUSIC (Adelphi). 

There are two outstanding excellences in this very slick revue: the 
production and the lyrics. Mr. Coward has a Gilbertian genius for 
turning a topical rhyme, and I sincerely hope that one day he will publish 
an up-to-date “Bab Ballads,’’ wherein he will satirise our world in 
infectious metre, as keenly and as neatly as that almost surgical critic. 
Max Beerbohm, has done pictorially. There are two song sketches of 
particular brilliance, despite their mercilessness. “‘Mad Dogs and English. 
men” shows us that Mr. Coward did not return , 1 


| from his tour in the 
Kast with portfolio empty of “copy” ; 


likewise, that he found reality dull 


stuff compared with Somerset Maugham. And so he has “taken it 
out of the dowdy planters’ wives, “‘the Governor and his’ ladv.” 
and the usual colonial entourage, and sacrificed them for the sins 


of excellence of a fellow writer. He is equally devastating in “ Midnight 
Matinée,” where he pours corrosive derision on the sort of charity 
functions which the incrustations on the upper end of the social body 
delight in organising asa relief from fedium vitae and a comfort to the 
conscience. * Children of the Ritz "’ is a clever rhyme, but the subjeet is 
handled with a gentleness that weakens the value of the idea. Mr. 
Coward's music is apt if not inspired. His experiments in an exotic 
musical scale, presented by three young lady voealists with faces madé 
up to suggest an insufficiency of vegetables in their diet (or is it the anxiety 
of keeping in tune ?) seem more pretentious than pleasing. The good old 
music-hall drum and cymbal sections of the score are much —Wétter 
done. Mr. Coward's words are so delightfnl that the orchestral scoring 
ought to be lightened and the noise in front of the footlights reduced to an 
accompaniment instead of the ** concerted ’’ balance employed. We want 
to hear ercry word of those thrilling rhymes. The acting throughout is 
excellent, and it would be quite unfair to select particular names for 
praise which is richly deserved by all. The smooth speed of production 
is quite fan tless, and the dancing of Mr. Cochran’s seminary for the sons 
and danghters of gentlemen is beyond reproach. : 


MIRACLE AT VERDUN (Embassy). 

Hans Chlumberg viewed the world of post-war chaos with such flerece 
sincerity and such burning contempt that. I am amazed he was able to 
work out this brilliant phantasy, that his sincerity and enthusiasm 
survived his abysmal disappointment and disgust at the hopeless idiocy 
and brutality of the masses and their leaders. What would happen, 
Chiumberg asked, if by a miracle the millions who were killed in the war 
were resurrected and came back among us millions more to feed, to 
employ, to mate, to house? When he shows us the dead, unrweleomed and 
unwanted by the living, an embarrassment in every sense of the word, 
he calls up pity. But the tact that the heroes we have sung and 
memorialised and pageanted, and the dear friends we mourned 
could find no place among us were they to return, is scarcely a con 
demnation. of the living, who could not have survived had everything 
been pre-erved for the eventuality of a wholesale resurrection. But when 
the flame of Chlumberg’s. denunciation scorches the treatment of the 
living by the living, shows us the leaders in politics and thought scarcely 
one Whit the wiser for 1914, then all thinking members of the audience must 
in their heartsapplaud. Inthe scene depicting a conference of the Powers, 
diplomats, generals, leaders of religion and science display their futility. 
“Chief Rabbi Dr. Forbach,’’ whose words are admirably delivered by 
Abraham Sofaer, expresses views on resurrection of a definitencss quite 
unwarranted by the divergent opinions held among Orthodox Jewish 
authorities on this question. But in trimming his sails tothe politics of the 
dominant clergy, he calls to mind the attitude of certain Jewish ministers 
during the War-excusable in view of the men themselves and their 
positions, but something we would, for our pride’s sake, be glad to forget. 
The Embassy production is very well done ; and this is a thing of such 
magnitude, with such an enormous cast and such divergencies of scene 
as fully to tax the powers of West End thaumaturgists. The acting 
is on a high level and the grouping and management ot the crowds is very 
well done, There are light touches, humours streaked with vinegar, but 
the balance is carefully preserved and sentimentality rigorously 
suppressed. A most interesting production that will be talked of by 
the intelligent. 


CAESAR AND CLEOPATRA (Old Vic). 


Thirty years have familiarised the theatre-going public with Shavian : 


ideas, and this play now stands as first-rate drama. The production by 
Harcourt Williams rightly emphasised the dramatic essence; the timing 
of Act IV. for instance was perfect and exploited every possible excite- 
ment. The scenery and costumes of Owen P. Smyth, however, 
disappointed. No doubt financial stringency prevented a_ period 
setting, and in any case the play is so far from history that anachronisms 
and anatopisms matter nothing, but one does feel that fancy ran 
a little too free in the comic costume of Pothinus. Yet it was 
certainly a stroke of genius to put Cleopatra back several centuries 
and dress her as Nefertiti, for Peggy Ashcroft looked that very queen 
come to life. As regards the acting, Miss Ashcroft and Malcolm 
Keen did well, yet not well enough. Mr. Keen delivered his opening 
speech to the sphinx with his back to it, and it took some time to remove 
the impression that he was just speaking his part. Miss Ashcroft was 
better, for she played her part and put as much into it as Shaw had 
written for her. When she was naughty, however, she was only 


naughty, and never nasty: her killing of Pothinus was the act 
of a sulky schoolgirl, not of a little horror with lust in 
its blood. Roger Livesey was excellent as Ruflo (and well 


made-up too), nor must the fact that the part of Britannus is fool-proof 
(even if the pronunciation of the name is not) detract from the performance 
of Geoffrey Wincott, which would have been hard to beat. The part of 
Apollodorus is just as playable, but harder to comprehend and William 
Fox, though he looked charming, did not get the hang of it. F.G.S. 


MUSIC. 
A Poor Programme. 

It is useless complaining of our neglect of British composers when so 
poor a programme as that of Tuesday evening at the ** Proms’’ is put 
forward in their name. To begin with, we hada “ Christmas Overture ”’ by 
Cyril Scott, which wambled about trying to sound impressive, and only 
succeeding in being banal. Then we had to listen to an uninspired per- 
formance of Elgar's “Sea lictures,” music to poems by various mid- 
Victorians, and itself mid-Victorian in sentiment and style of expression. 
Enid Cruickshank could hardly be blamed for not making more of their 
exaggerated, highfalutin’, bombastic words, or their alternatively pensive 
and melodramatic music. Bereft of Dame Ethel Smyth's own divert- 
ing personality as conductor, her Concerto in A for violin, horn 


and orchestra could be judged more on its merits, and demerits. Its 
merits consist chiefly in the scope it affords Mr. Aubrey Brain as 
horn soloist, and especially in producing effects “never before heard in 
One has no room to 


any country in the world, ladies and gentlemen.”
